The Well-Kuown Journalist Bitten by 
a Stray Cur—His Feelings Due to a 
Lively Imagination—Some Interest- 
ing Facts.

To ve sure tnat committee was ieft with half a 
dozen bills, but everybody knew that a divided 
responsibility was not responsibility atall It was 
a question woether the House was prepared to enter 
upon amore liberal expenditure of the money 
ot tne people. Let tnhinzs be called by right 
names This distribution meant a policy of larger 
expenditure. Were members on the other side 
who were in power, or tnose on his side who would 
svon be in power, prepared for tuis? The Appro- 
priation Comittee was a powerful committee, but 
so were the Committees on Ways and Means and 
on Rules, but did. anyuody propo-e to divide tue 
duties of tne committees? Men forget that when tuis 
was a legisiative body, it was necessary to have 
precedence, and that precedence must pe in cer- 
(ain committees, Was the difficulty 
in the personnel of the Com- 
mittee on Appropriatios? If it was, itis the duty 
of tue Speaker to chaigeit. The gentleman from 
New York (Hiscock), yesterday toid the House that 
ne had used the power whico existed in 
him as Chairman of the Committee on 
Appropriations. No fairer or more honest man was 
on the floor of the House. If he woud use that 
power other chairmen wouid use it, and there was 
danger in distr.buting this power among eight or 
nine commuttees.

mast, the brig, by this trifling change, 
becomes what is called a “snow.” A 
landsman might be defied to detect any differ- 
erence between asnow anda brig, and even 
when it was pointed out to him he would 
Scarcely understand what the difference con- 
sisted of. Nevertheless, the addition or want 
of a trysail-mast creates two kinds of vessels 
rigged absolutely alike in all other respects, 
and so far from the terms being interchange- 
able, as might be imagined of names applied to 
what looks to be “the same thing, the word 
“snow” is usedin advertisements of sales by 
auction in order that it may be known the ves- 
sel offered is nota brig, and thus you may see 
in the shipping papers advertisements an- 
nouncing that ‘‘on Thursday the snow Aunt 
Sally will be sold, etc.,” and, perhaps, under it, 
“on Tuesday next, Ann Maria.” These are 
queer niceties, and of very little us» that I can 
see, but sailogs insist upon them. and Jack 
must be allowed to have bis way. Take,again, 
the yawl and the dandy. Both vessels are cut- 
ter-rigged-forward, with a mizzen-mast aft upon 
which they set a small sail. To the inexper- 
lenced eye they are exactly alike. What. 
then, is the difference? In lies in the little sail 
that is set upon the mizzen mast, A yaw! has 
a lug-mizzen, the foot of which sets on a 8 
that projects over the stern. The dandy’s 
mizzen has a gaff and a boom, though the 
mizzens of some dandies, I believe, are what is 
termed jib-headed. The distinction is minute, 
and yet the difference when looked into is 
found to be decided enough. The yawl is 
chiefly the pleasure craft, the dandy the fishing 
vessel. Amongst fishing craft the variety of 
rigs are few. They consist of thedandy, the 
lugger and the smack. The smack is a vessel 
that is rigged like a cutter, and it is not neces- 
sary that a vessel should be a fishing boat to 
be a smack. To people who care 
about the sea there is much that is 
interesting in rigs. variations are 
curious as illustrating experiments, and 
the resolution to adopt certain forms use- 
ful in particular trades. There is the bark, a 
three-masted vessel, square on her fore 
and main masts, and with fore and aft sails on 
her mizzenmast; she is varried by the barken- 
tine, a vessel rigged like a brig, or, indeed, like 
@ bark or ship on her foremast, but with fore 
and aft sails only on her main and mizzen 
masts. Then out of the brig you get the snow, 
and out of the snow the hermaplrodite brig, 
which is a vessel with a brig’s foremast and a 
schooner’s mainmast, and out of the hermaph- 
rodite brig comes the brigantine, that, unlike 
the hermaphrodite, carries a square topsail at 
the main, and, unlike the brig, has no mainbtop. 
in the same way there are different types of 
schooners, such as the three-masted schooner, 
the fore-and-aft schooner, the topsail schooner 
and the two-toprail schooner.

What harm can come of disarming the old 
gas monopoly and tying its hands when it vol- 
untarily presents its hands and invites the 
Municipal Assembly to tie them? Why not tie 
them when it can be done without tying the 
hands of thecity? 
If the offer of the St. Louis Gas Light Com- 
pany to furnish gas at $1 50 during the remain- 
ing years of its franchise is accepted, it can 
never again charge more. No matter whether 
the courts protect it from competition or not, 
it will be bound to reduce the price to $1 50 un- 
til 1890 and to $1 25 thereafter. 
The Municipal Assembly will be just as free

Demise of the Once Noted Spiritual- 


istic Medium. 

— oa 
The Furor Made by Foster in This 
Country and Europe—His Early De- 
velopment of Talents as a Medium— 
A Genial and Generous Man. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTca. 

Satem, Mass., December 17.—Charles Foster, the 
once noted spiritualistic medium, who ten years 
ago made such afuror in this country and Eu- 
rope, appearing before scientific men here and the 
crowned heads abroad, died yesterday, at the age 
of 52 years, of softening of the brain. He was 
born in the lower part of Salem, and was the only 
child of the late John L. and Mary Foster. When 
but 14 years of age, while a pupil in the Phillips 
School, his attention was called to 
raps near his .desk. Then loud 
noises would awaken him, and his 


furniture would be found scattered in confusion. 
Later in the day the furniiure would be heard 
moving about when no one was present. Oshorne, 
a barber in the Lynde Biock, took bim in charge as 
amesmeric subject, and from that he developed 
into a spiritualist medium. He performed more 
wonders than all the mediums of the time. When 
scurcely of age he visited Europe and was the 
guest of Lord Lytton at K»ebworth, and formed 
the foundation study for Margrave in “A Strange 
Story.” He wasn as a test medium, and the 
late Epes Sargent wrote of him that once 
when two sceptics nbeld his arm and 
asked for writing to appear on it 
— something to fit their Case at 
once, there appeared the words, “Two fools.” The 
Hon. Charles De Long, when in California, laughed 
at stories of Foster’s power, but consented to visit 
his rooms. He did so unknown to Foster, who said 
he could get but one message, and that was for 
Iida. He asked if any one knew who ida was. De 
Loug was startied aud acknowledged that Ida was 
his wife's name.. Fos er said she would bave to 
come and yet it herself. On ner coming the next 
evening he again claimed to receive the 
wuicu purported to teilthat Mrs. DeLong’s father 
bad invested £650 in land ten years before, 
that the man making the inves meat bad rendered 
no account Pm the exzecuiors. The De Longs fei- 
lowed the iMstructions and got hold of the land, for 
which they were offered When in Aus- 
tralia he vecamne humesic<, and, although he was 
receiviog one hundred guineas per day for ajttings, 
he left for home. Whie there he was kpown as 
THE “AMERICAN PUZZLE.” 
He performed icats iu the iine uf second sight and 
spiritualism which have never been explained, He 
had been married twice, beiug divorced from his 
first wife, who survives him, Wheo in bis prime 
he made a large amount of money, but gave it 
away as freely as it came toall who asked, and a 
few years a.o the home be bad purchased for bis 
parents was sold on a mortgage foreciosure. He 
Was at one time confined in tue DVeuvers Insane 
Asylum and bas been under guardiansaip for sev- 
era years. Foster was not ouly a Ciairvoyant—he 
was 4 Clairaudiant as wel.. He was also a writing 
medium, and received many stranze messaxzes by 
piacing a pencii between two slates. It is related 
of nim that wiile in this city a tattered stranger 
once Ccalied on him. . 

“Your fatner,"’ said the man, “directed me to 
come to you and get $5.” 

*Woat’s that?” saiu Foster, “My father, sir, is 
dead these ten years back.” 

“Very true,” was the response; “but he sent me 
& message from the other worid. Ihave no doub. 
be wili be willing to repeat it on your siate."" A 
pair of slates was pruduced and a p-ncil was shut 
Peetween toem. It clicxed haifa dozen times, and 
when the siates were separated Foster found an 
autograph order from his paternai parent directing 
him todo what tue stranger haa asked. Toe man 
got the last $5 ne nad avout him. 

In his seances in this city Mr. Foster entertained 
many persons of wealtu and social position. For 
many years he had a suite of rooms at No. 29 
Fourta street, and charged $5 a sitting. There 
were nearly always haifa dozen creduious persous 
Wailing 1p his anie-roow for ae mterview. Se.ect 
companies, after arranged for private seances and 
their identity was always kep: a professioual secret. 
Tae class of entertainment was generaiiy tue most 
conv.neing and resul in coaverting Many 
belief in spiritua.ism. Foster still has many 
d.scipies im New Yor«, and all who were tod of his 
death expressed sincere regret. 

“Wat, poor Craarley dead?” exclaimed one gray- 
haired believer. “You don’t tell me! Weil, I've 
beenexpecting it for some time, and I presume it 
is beuer for him that it has come at last. He was a 
magnificent tellow, though. A more hearty, whoie- 
souied, geniai fellow never gave up the breath of 
life. He had one of those joyous and benevolent 
dispositions which are so bard to flud nowadays. It 
mattered littie wao or how many were waiting io 
his tittle parior. He would sacrifice anytning to _o 
off onalark with his convivial compauivns. He 
was an excellent judge of good wine aad his 
ceilar coniained that often when it was 
empty of everything elise. Many is the

that I've enjoyed witu nim aad other genial fel- 
lows. “And 80 he’s dead,” cuucluded the o.d man 
meditatively. on We must ail fellow bi.w some 
of the.e days, and the great spirit grant we may 
meet azain ia the better land.’ 

The friends of the late medium were not confined 
to New York. He was popwar wherever he went. 
in Wasunington he was on intimate terms with 
Senators aad bigh officials, He went to California 
abouc the year 1868 and was received asa prince. 
After a few mouths be continued bis journey to 
Australia, where ne created a sensation. About 
the year 1864 he was visiiing at the house of Jonn 
J. Outley in st. Louis. While at the dinner tabie 
one day ue started up suddenly with the exclama- 
tion: “By George! how my arm hurts.” Roiling up 
his sieeve in the presence of the company ie ex- 
posed to view, traced on his arm, the seatence: *-J. 
J. Outley: In a few mimutes @ man wii cali on you. 
Do not comply with uis request.” 

ihe prediction came true. The caller wanted to 
borrow a horge and buggy. He did not getit. At 
@ seance in Chicago, a Frenchman named Baldwin, 
once interrupted proceedings by caiung Foster a 
humbug. 

“Young man,”’ said Foster, “inside of six months 
you’li) biow your brains out.” 

The Frenchuian was a few evenings later con. 
verted to spirituaism. The spirits encouraged 
himin grain speculation, and he iost ail he pos- 
sessed in afew weeks) Then the prediction of 
Foster was fuifliied. He biew his brains out during 
tne beginning of the fourtn month, Another time 
the spiritualist waked up his housenoid at nignt 
and snowed them his body completely covered 
with strange messages imscribei in redink. He 
made several predictions of railroad accidents and 
o.her casualties, peariy every one of which came 
true.
